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HISTORY 
OF THE 
WHEEL 






The invention of the wheel was first made in the New Stone Age. 
From time immemorial, man had transported heavy loads on rollers 
made of logs of wood. Many years passed before he made transporta- 
tion easier by cutting the logs into circular sections, joining them to a 
crudely formed axle secured to a sledge. The series of drawings show 
how the wheel may have developed from the log. The Egyptian Chariot 
of 1400 B.C. and the Roman Ox-cart illustrate its versatility. 
During the 16th Century, carriages of various styles and designs were 
in use. Journeys were usually speedy though uncomfortable due to the 




bad road surfaces and lack of suspen- 
sion. The picture shows a typical 
stage coach of 1 825. 
The trade of a Wheelwright demanded 
a high degree of skill, using materials 
of wood, metal and leather. 
In the 19th Century two discoveries 
changed the form of transportation. 



The first petrol driven car was invented 
in 1855. and the pneumatic tire was 
invented in 1888 by J. B. Dunlop. At 
last, the horseless carriage had 
arrived! The illustration shows a 
1912 Rolls Royce. a model of which 
is available in the "MATCHBOX" 
"Models of Yesteryear" Series.
